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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the  Church  and 
the  State  have  a  right  to  expect  of  it  as  an  educational 
institution,  Missouri  Valley  College  needs: 

1.  An  addition  of  $200,000  to  the  Endowment 
Fund. 

2.  A  new  dormitory  for  men,  and  another  dor- 
mitory for  women — a,  companion  Hall  to  the  Louisa 
Campbell  Girls*  Dormitory. 

3.  A  Gymnasium. 

4.  A  Library  Building  for  our  library  which 
has  overrun  its  quarters. 
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THE   MR.   AND   MRS.   JOHN  C.  COBB  BIBLE 
CHAIR. 

The  friends  of  Missouri  Valley  College  will  all  be 
delighted  to  learn  that  this  Chair  is  now  completely 
endowed  with  $25,000.00,  $10,000.00  of  which  was 
furnished  by  John  C.  Cobb  and  wife  of  Odessa,  Mis- 
souri, $5,300.00  by  Peter  Hay  Rea  of  Marshall,  Mis- 
souri, $5,000.00  by  the  College  Board  of  New  York 
City,  $1,600.00  by  Kansas  City  Presbytery,  $1,500.00 
by  W.  A.  Harbison  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  $1,000.00  by 
J.  D.  M.  Crockett  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  the  bal- 
ance in  smaller  contributions  from  a  number  of  friends 
of  Bible  instruction. 

This  Chair  probably  originated  in  this  way:  The 
suggestion  came  from  Rev.  James  B.  Mitchell,  D.  D., 
who  had  been  President  of  McGee  College  and  who 
felt  the  importance  of  Bible  instruction.  As  soon 
as  the  College  began  John  C.  Cobb  and  wife  accepted 
that  Chair  as  their  particular  trust  and  have  been 
planning  for  its  endowment  from  the  very  beginning. 
A  couple  of  years  after  the  inception  of  the  institution 
they  gave  the  first  $2,000.00  of  what  has  subsequently 
developed  into  a  $25,000.00  endowment.     Since  that 
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time,  at  various  intervals,  they  have  invested  money 
to  this  end.  Of  course  nobody  is  more  rejoiced  than 
they  over  the  completion  of  this  enterprise  which 
has  engaged  their  interests  for  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century. 

Another  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who 
had  been  thinking  of  this  same  thing,  and  planning 
with  reference  thereto,  was  Peter  Hay  Rea  of  Marshall, 
Missouri,  who  gave  $5,300.00  to  this  enterprise.  This 
was  in  addition  to  large  sums  he  had  given  previously 
for  other  purposes. 

The  old  Lexington  Presbytery  of  the  Cumberland 
Presbyterian  Church,  now  merged  in  Kansas  City 
Presbytery  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  had  a  fund  which  the  recent  deci- 
sion of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  of 
America  made  available  for  the  purpose  of  this  Bible 
Chair. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Harbison  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  has  been 
a  generous  friend  of  this  feature  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  enterprise. 

Mr.  J.  D.  M.  Crockett  of  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
whose  firm  is  the  auditor  of  the  books  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  and  has  been  for  several  years,  has 
seen  the  nature  of  this  work  and  appreciated  it  and 
he  has  invested  to  the  amount  of  $1,000.00. 

The  smaller  sums  given  to  make  up  the  other 
$1,000.00  were  not  less  generously  given  by  many 
friends  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  The  present  in- 
cumbent of  the  Bible  Chair  is  the  PrCvsident  of  the 
College  who  has  done  the  Bible  teaching  for  many 
years. 
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W.  p.  Stark,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  for  many  years  and  President  of  the  Board 
since  the  death  of  W.  T.  Baird,  has  removed  to  Eureka, 
California,  for  business  reasons,  and  on  that  account 
at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  declined  re-election  as  a 
member  of  the  Board.  All  the  members  of  the  Board 
will  miss  him  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
the  College.  A  man  of  vision,  quick  decisions,  and  of 
broad  policies,  his  counsels  were  invaluable.  All  the 
members  will  join  in  most  hearty  good  wishes  for  his 
prosperity  in  his  California  enterprise. 


Dr.  D.  F.  Manning,  for  many  years  the  efficient 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  went  into  the  army 
at  the  call  of  the  Government  and  served  most  effi- 
ciently at  Fort  Leavenworth  until  his  discharge  there- 
from in  December  pursuant  to  the  close  of  the  war. 
We  are  glad  to  welcome  him  back  to  Marshall,  where 
his  medical  sldll  and  his  influential  interest  and  ser- 
vice in  church,  and  college,  and  community,  were 
so  valuable. 


The  Rev,  George  P.  Baity,  D.  D.,  '91,  after  the 
departure  of  W.  P.  Stark,  was  elected  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 


During  the  absence  of  Dr.  Manning  in  the  army, 
Mr.  F.  C.  Barnhill,  Assistant  Cashier  of  the  Wood 
&  Huston  Bank  of  Marshall,  was  elected  Secretary 
and  is  rendering  very  efficient  service  in  that  capacity. 
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The  following  young  men  who  were  students  in 
Missouri  Valley  College  and  have  been  absent  in  war 
service  have  returned  to  their  places  in  the  College 
and  to  their  classwork:  Lieut.  Fred  Hightshoe, 
Sgt.  Richard  B.  Russell,  J.  W.  Keys,  Jr.,  Tank  Corps; 
Charles  R.  Martin,  Medical  Corps.  Also  the  follow- 
ing from  the  S.  A.  T.  C:  Fred  Leyhe,  Hendrix 
Kaufman,  John  R.  Browne,  Jr.,  Celsus  Durrett  and 
Howard  Showen. 


The  following  are  the  gold  stars  in  our  Service 
Flag  as  a  result  of  the  war:  Lieut.  Forest  Bell, 
Clark  Fox,  Loren  H.  Thompson,  Hugh  McCorkle, 
Edgar  Fisher  and  J.  Roy  Buck. 


Miss  Anna  Lou  Blair,  teacher  of  French  in  the 
State  Normal  at  Springfield,  Missouri,  is  enthusiastic 
over  her  work,  particularly  with  the  boys  of  the  S.  A. 
T.  C.  while  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  lasted.  She  writes  ap- 
preciatively of  the  little  tract  ''If  I  Were  A  Boy.'' 
It  was  read  to  the  boys  by  Miss  Blair  and  she  thinks 
it  did  a  great  deal  of  good.  We  have  heard  of  teachers 
using  this  in  many  places.  When  Mr.  Althouse,  our 
worthy  Treasurer,  had  this  little  tract  published  he 
hardly  knew  how  wide  an  influence  it  was  going  to 
have.

Dr.  W.  T.  Lindley  of  Hamilton,  Missouri,  was 
here  recently  and  left  $100.00  for  a  room,  as  a  me- 
morial to  his  mother,  in  Campbell  Dormitory. 


A  letter  has  just  been  received  from  Miss  Georgia 
Tanner  which  is  full  of  news  concerning  herself  and 
her  father,  who  was  of  the  class  of  1900.  He  has 
been  to  Russia  in  connection  with  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
in  war  service,  and  has  had  some  very  wonderful 
experiences.

John  Hall  Marschall,  A.  B.,  '17,  who  is  in 
France,  has  remembered  Missouri  Valley  College 
by  sending  a  German  Helmet  for  the  College  Museum. 
The  helmet  has,  evidently  been  fished  out  of  the  mud 
as  there  is  plenty  of  mud  still  sticking  to  the  inside. 
It  bears  evidence  of  being  well  worn,  also  showing 
that  it  had  been  some  time  in  service.  We  prefer 
to  keep  it  in  the  Museum  just  as  it  came  as  the 
French  mud  is  a  pretty  good  sign  that  this  helmet 
has  been  thru  an  experience.  Just  what  that  ex- 
perience is  we  are  not  able  to  say.  The  mud  is  also 
valuable  because  it  is  French.  In  fact,  we  treasure 
the  mud  about  as  much  as  the  fellow  who  was  under 
the  helmet.  The  Hun  who  wore  the  helmet  was  out 
of  place  in  France  and  the  French  soil  that  was  on 
his  helmet  was  evidently  derived  in  an  unfair  way  by 
the  German. 

All  this  soil  of  France  is  coming  back  to  her, 
except  what  is  sticking  to  this  helmet  which  they 
will  be  able  to  contribute  to  Missouri  Valley  College 
for  the  services  of  the  one  hundred  and  twelve  boys 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  who  were  in  the  war  and 
who  did  their  share  to  help  win  the  war  and  ireclaim 
France.     M.  V.  C.  thanks  Lieut.  Marschall  heartily. 
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A  card  fron  Harry  Green,  in  France,  leaves  him 
well.  There  was  a  postmark  on  the  card  bearing 
the  word  ''Dijon;''  whether  that  tells  any  story  or 
not  we  are  not  able  to  say.  Harry  says  (or  as  he 
signs  himself,  "Irish")  that  he  is  ''fine  and  dandy.'' 


Rev.  Joseph  D.  Prigmore,  A.  B.,  '01,  is  at  one 
of  the  Base  Hospitals  in  France.  He  has  been  special- 
ly detailed  to  this  hospital  at  the  request  of  the  sur- 
geons in  charge.  Joe,  is  an  exceptionally  gifted  and 
sympathetic  and  thoughtful  nurse  as  well  as  minister. 
He  is  the  kind  of  a  man  to  have  in  a  hospital. 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  incidents  connected 
with  the  war  has  come  out  of  Joe's  experience.  A 
young  man  was  quite  ill  in  the  hospital,  whether 
from  wound  or  not  we  are  not  informed,  but  Joe 
ministered  to  him.  He  made  a  profession  of  religion 
and  asked  to  be  received  into  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Honey  Grove,  Texas.  Joe,  being  an  ordained 
Presbyterian  minister,  received  him  into  the  church, 
baptized  him,  and  a  few  days  later  buried  him.  A 
statement  of  these  facts  were  sent,  thru  Dr.  Black, 
to  Rev.  Moore,  Pastor  of  the  church  at  Honey 
Grove,  Texas,  and  the  entry  was  made  in  the  records 
of  the  church  that  this  young  man  had  been  duly 
received  into  the  church  on  such  a  day,  baptized  on 
such  a  day,  died  and  was  buried  on  such  a  day  in 
France.  It  is  the  only  gold  star  on  the  Service  Flag 
of  the  Honey  Grove  church.  It  is  simply  an  illustra- 
tion of  the  far  reaching  influence  of  the  men  who  are 
chaplains  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  officers  in  the  army.  Joe's 
family,  by  the  way,  are  here  in  Marshall  and  are  all  well.
